NOW, THEREFORE, by virtue of tho authority vested in me 
by the Constitution and tho statutes,* including Title I of the 
•First War Powers Act, 19*11 (55 Stat. 838 ), and as Fresidcnt of 
tho United States and Commander in Chief of tho Army and Navy 
of the United States, it is .hereby ordered as follows:
